First Steps Toward 
100,000 New Dwellings 


Machinery has begun to move for the 
carrying out of the Federal housing act, 
passed by the last Congress. 

Nathan Straus, administrator of the 
newly-created United States Housing Au- 
thority, took over his office yesterday. As he 
did so, he announced that the first step in 
the fight against slum housing will be a na- 
tional conference of all municipal housing 
officials whose states have created housing 
authorities. The conference is set for Nov. 
22 


Right in the beginning, it becomes doubly 
clear that the emasculated Wagner Act, 
which the last Congress deigned to pass, is 
far short of what the nation requires. 

This was underscored by Straus, in his 
statement that one-third of the American 
people are ill-housed. And yet, the very 
maximum that can be accomplished under 
the present act, he pointed out, is the erec- 
tion of from 100,000 to 120,000 dwellings. in 
various parts of the country. 

The desperate plight of a large section 
of our people is emphasized by the fact that 
31 states had adopted laws creating housing 
authorities, before the Congress had acted. 
No great stretch of the imagination is re- 
quired to see that all of these states cannot 
be served adequately by the $526,000,000 
voted to the Federal housing authority. 

More than ten times as many dwellings 
as the act can provide are imperatively 
needed, in the housing debacle in present-day 
America. 

There is one answer to this grave de- 
ficiency: that the nation’s municipal au- 
thorities, while conferring on the applica- 
tion of the present act, raise their voices 
in a demand for sweeping new housing 
legislation. her than that, the Ameri- 
can people cannot rest content with the 
present measure. They can drive forward 
in new campaigns for thoroughly adequate 
Federal housing laws. 

Another thing is qute evident: Even the 
100,000 dwellings which can be erected under 
the law, will not go up overnight. They will 
not meet the housing crisis of the coming 
winter. Detroit's council] has been consider- 
ing street cars as the “homes” of evicted 
families. Other large cities are talking about 
the use of armories for this purpose. 


There is a much better answer that the 
people can give, if they act quickly. That 
is: NO RENT RISES AND NO EVIC- 
TIONS. To enforce this popular décree, 
intense organization of tenants is called 
for, before the winter actually sets in.
